workers who were docked the with- 
holding tax without lawful liability 
because they never reached $600 in 
the tax year. Not all of them have 
received refunds and it is obvious 
that a person in this bracket has 
far greater need of his refund than 
President Truman has of his spe- 
cial rakeoff under the tax-exemp- 
tion. 


One such claimant wrote to Miss 


Vivian Kellems, of Mystic, Conn.,
